Nebraska voters gave an overwhelming endorsement to 


the Roosevelt administration and the new deal in Tuesday s 
election, electing Roy Cochran governor with an estimated 
majority in excess of 20,000, sending Edward R. Burke to the 
United States senate by upwards of 65,000, and re-electing all 
but one of the present democratic state officers and congress- 
men, 
together with one new man on the state railway com- 


mission, which makes that body democratic for the first time 
since it was created in 1907. 
. 
The two losers in the general''democratic triumph are 


Land Commissioner Harry P. Conklin and Congressman 
Edgar Howard of the third district. The former is beaten 
after serving one term; the latter goes out as the finale to 
12 years' consecutive service in the national house of repre 
sentatives. Leo Swanson, republican, is the only oppositionist 
elected to a state office, and Karl Stefan, republican, of Nor 
folk will take Howard's seat in congress. 
Control of the legislature wil also be retained by the

of Nebraska's fine system of paved 
and graveled highways, under two 
democratic and

Leries Looming-. 


Urging a broadening of the tax 


structure to eliminate "excessive 
real estate taxes," H J. Theobald 
reviewed the need of tax changes 
at a meeting of the taxation com- 
mittee at the chamber of com- 
merce Wednesday noon. Twenty- 
eight states in recent years, he 
pointed out, have taken steps to 
widen the tax base, and thus ad- 
just the "burden now placed up- 
on real estate." 


"If the high level of taxation 


continues," he said, '-we will be 
confronted by a society with great 
fortunes on the one hand and a 
proletarian mass on the 
other.

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THE NEW DEAL WINS. 


mTEBRASKA answered the challenge to the New 


Deal in Tuesday's election with a sweeping 


reaffirmation of her faith in Rooseveltian policies. 
By a decisive margin, the 
people of the 
state 


elected Edward R. Burke to the 
United States 


senate over Bob Simmons, Roy Cochran governor 
in a dingdong battle with Dwight Griswold, all 
but one of the democratic candidates for state of- 
fice, four out of five congressmen, and democratic 
majorities in the legislature. 


Edgar Howard, sole veteran at Washington, was 


the democratic congressman who went down to 
defeat. 


Mr. Burke's triumph over Bob Simmons came as 


a climax to a spectacular campaign, given color by 
a series of ten debates between the victor and a 
harsh, uncompromising critic of the Koosevelt pro- 
gram. Mr. Simmons loosened both barrels at the 
New Deal. He arraigned it in the most caustic 
language and insisted that he desired the decision 
to be made on the basis of opposition to its funda- 
mental features. With the issue squarely drawn 
in this fashion, the voters left no doubt as to their 
attitude toward the New Deal. They gave it an 
overwhelming endorsement by choosing the man 
who gave his whole-hearted pledge of support for 
the president. 


And in the nation itself, the same spirit i*as re- 


flected. Perhaps the attitude of the people toward 
President Roosevelt could not be 
judged better 


than by studying the returns from Michigan. There 
Senator Vandenberg, one of the republicans to sur- 
vive the democratic tidal wave, 
campaigned 


squarely on support for the New Deal. And in 
the rock-ribbed citadel of republicanism, Pennsyl- 
vania, Joseph F. Guffey rode over the supposedly 
invincible David A. Reed, the darling of conserva- 
tive republicanism and the most unrelenting and 
uncompromising enemy of-the New DeaL It was 
in the senate where the democratic party made its 
greatest gain. It stormed such strongholds as New 
Jersey, Connecticut, and Rhode Island successfully, 
and it added to its members in the \more evenly 
divided battle grounds of Maryland, Missouri, and 
Ohio. With the vote still to be completed in some 
states, there was a possibility that in the upper 
branch of congress the democratic party might 
have 70 of the 96 seats,1 and in the lower house, 
the chances of a substantial increase in voting 
strength were very bright. 


The results mean President Roosevelt will have 


the greatest party support in 
congress of any 


president since the Civil war, which marks the 
birth of one of the two present major parties. They 
indicate that Mr. Roosevelt today possesses more 
fully the faith and confidence of his fellow coun- 
trymen than when he took office with what had 
been an unprecedented mandate from the people. 


It is a very gratifying outlook. Whatever may 


have been the foundation for criticism of natural 
mechanical difficulties in administration, the vote 
shows the American people appreciate the magni- 
ficent fight which Mr. Roosevelt has made for this 
nation. It indicates that democracy, carrying on 
its greatest struggle, is rewarded for its shining 
idealism, its practical application of that idealism 
into sound principles of humanitarianism. And 
the vote demonstrates that Mr. Roosevelt captured 
the heart of his constituency for his magnificent 
struggle lo revive in America sound business prac- 
tice and sound and honest government 


to him; perhaps the most outstanding display of 
confidence seen in public life within this country. 


Under 
the provisions of the 
constitutional 


amendment which Senator Norris initiated, the one 
house legislative plan will go into effect in 1937. 
The impending legislative session will be the last 
of its type. Upon it will devolve the responsibility 
for carrying out the mandate given in such de- 
cisive fashion by Nebraska people. 


And probably no battle which Senator Norris 


has fought will fill his heart brimful with grati- 
tude to the extent of his successful struggle to re- 
form legislative methods in Nebraska. 


THE NORRIS PLAN WINS. 


THE outcome of the ballot on the Norris propos- 


al for a one house legislature in Nebraska 


was little short of a political miracle. Not one man 
out of a hundred gave it a chance to pass. And 
yet on the incomplete returns, it has the command- 
ing majority of more than 54.000. and its whole 
hearted approval is assured. 


All of the credit for its triumph 
must go to 


Senator George W. Norris. the most remarkable 
figure in American politics. It was his single- 
handed battle. Arrayed against him was the over- 
whelming majority of Ihe political leaders in both 
parties, working actively for its defeat 
They 


called upon all of the slumbering elements of, cau- 
tion and prejudice to beat it 
They played upon 


people's fears of change and innovation. And that 
dislike for change, that tendency lo look upon es- 
tablished governmental forms as the inspired cre- 
ation of government placed a powerful weapon in 
the hands of those who fought the Norris proposal. 
They were financed well to carry on the fight; they 
had a carefully planned organization, embracing 
many of the legislative members themselves, with-

was a most unusual spectacle presented in 


the railroad yards at Worcester, Mass., Mon- 


day night when a group of 250 CCC workers re- 
belled i against being transferred from the bleak 
hills of Maine to camps located in the milder and 
what would be considered by most people the more 
inviting climate of Maryland and Virginia. 
After 


beating and locking up the officers in charge, they 
were finally subdued, upon the arrival of police, 
and continued on their journey toward the south 
side of Mason and Dixon's line. 


Just why anyone should desire to spend the win- 


ter in snowclad and wind swept Maine in prefer- 
ence to Maryland or Virginia is past understand- 
ing, unless that one were a native of the Pine 
Tree state and objected to leaving it. But the 
CCC workers are youths, and as a rule people of 
their ages are anxious for adventure and change. 


It may be, of course, that the boys realized that 


in the rigorous climate of Maine there would be 
little chance of doing any useful work during the 
winter; that they would be snowed in practically 
all of the time, with little opportunity to do any- 
thing except to haul stovewood. They could enjoy 
hunting and other winter sports, and these pros- 
pects probably constituted the actuating motive in 
objecting to being moved. 


Indeed it is altogether probable that those in 


charge of CCC ordered the move for the reason 
that no work could be done in Maine during the 
winter. It is too cold and there is too much snow. 
In Maryland and Virginia, however, there will be 
comparatively little interruption. The boys should 
not object to anything of this kind. The govern- 
ment is treating them rather finely, 
and they 


should be more than willing to render value re- 
ceived, as far as possible. 


Most people, if the choice were left to them, 


would go south in the winter and north in the 
summer, though there are some who go to the 
Maine woods for the purpose of hunting deer and 
other big animals. It is not to be supposed, how- 
ever, that CCC boys would have been in on much 
of this. Why the preference for Maine?

The Bible is 


in no sense a 
textbook on the 
various physical sciences. You do 
not read it to find out how to 
make an instrument to measure 
the stars, nor are the discoveries 
of astronomy or geology antici- 
pated in its documents, simply be- 
cause the 
Bible 'is a spiritual 


guide. It tells us how to go to 
heaven and leaves it to civilized 
men to learn by patient applica- 
tion how the heavens go. 


In other words, it is pre-emin- 


ently the book of religion, 
and 


therefore of the ways of God to- 
ward the universe and toward 
man. 
However, there are schol- 


arly authorities who maintain that 
modern theories of time and space 
are foreshadowed in Holy Scrip- 
ture, and among these is Dr. W. 
A. Granville of Gettysburg col- 
lege, Pa. In 
his volume "The 


Fourth Dimension and the Bible," 
published by Badger, the doctor 
deals with such conceptions as the 
"translation" of Enoch and Elijah. 
He holds the belief that because 
the soul of man. belongs to a high- 
er dimension it can free itself from 
the body without violence to the 
physical system. 


He further states that miracles 


of raising the dead are simply the 
re-entrance of souls into their 
former bodies, and on these lines 
he deals at length with the rising 
of Lazardus.

Consequently, 
taking your statement at its face 
value, you should not be harassed 
by your husband's stingy behavior. 


Nor is it likely that the average 


wife and mother will complain to 
others unless she is hard driven. 
Her domestic pride seals her lips 
outside the home. I wonder if you 
have been as candid with your 
husband as you are .vith me. If 
not, insist on a frank discussion of 
the difficulty, then thrash it out 
without fear or favor and with a 
frank acknowledgment of any fail- 


ings on your part. You have the 
right to know what money he gets 
and where it goes, and, needless 
to add, he hrs the same right con- 
cerning your receipts and expendi- 
tures.

RESULTS 


Besides the fact that the self- 


doser is likely to treat a serious 
disease with the idea that it is

other dangers 
a b o u t drugs. 
One is the 
danger of over- 
dosage, another 
the danger of 
h abiluaiion.

idiosyncrasy.

not likely to occur under a physi- 
cian's directions. 
1 do not refer 


so much to over-dosage in a singte 
dose as lo the consequences -which 
might occur from using a drug 
over a Jong period of time until 
saturation occurs. 


There arc a great many drugs 


which cause disagreeable symp- 
toms when used in this way, Most- 
lly they produce skin rashes. A 
'case in point is that of bromides. 
IA great many people will be lak- 
;ing what they think is a nerve 
medicine, arid 1mA that they arc 


, broken out with an u?l" rash on 
!the legs or face, which is due to 
j the bromides in the nerve medi- 
cine. 


Other drugs which are frequent- 


ly used and which cause skin 
eruptions are quinine and phen- 
olphthalein, which is used as a ca- 
thartic, especially in candied ca- 
thartic tablets . 


Habituation is, of course, likely 


only with a few drugs, and those 
which are not likely to be pres- 
cribed by the patient himself but 
by a physician. In other words, 
the narcotics such as opium, mor- 
phine and its derivatives, cocaine, 
etc. There is some difference of 
opinion among physicians as to 
whether sleep-producing 
drugs 


such as luminal, veronal, etc., are 
habit-forming. 
My own experi- 


ence is that they are not or only 
very slightly, or only in those 
people who have a peculiarly sus- 
ceptible nervous system. 


Idiosyncrasy is found in many 


people "lo quite a few drugs. In 
this situation the people who are 
susceptible, even if they lake only 
a very small dosage, will become 
ill. A case in point is aspirin, lo 
which a very small proportion of 
the population is extremely sensi- 
tive. 
1 have known cases in which as 


3itl7f as half a gram of aspirin 
would produce asthma and s-.vell- 


: ing of the tongue and a .very seri- 
!ous general condition. This occurs, 
as l"say. in only a small propor- 
]tion of the population, and any- 
one who has =vcr taken as much 
'as five grains of aspirin without 


1 having any disagreeable symptoms 
jfroin it, is entirely safe to take 
i quite large doses.

COCHRAN POLICY 


Party Platform to Foster 
Frugal Administration 
of State Government.

Griswold can take 


consolation in the fact that, while 
losing to Cochran, he carried no 
fewer than 58 of the 93 counties, 
as shown by the figures at hand, 
and might have won except for 
the huge democratic majorities 
piled up in Douglas and a few 
other counties of large popula- 
tion. 


The republican candidate's own 


county, Sheridan, gave him 4 to 
1 majority. In Lancaster, how- 
ever, the personal popularity of 
Cochran 
almost overcame the 


normal majority of several thou- 
sand for the republican ticket, 
and this failure by Griswold to 
hold his party following in the 
chief g. o. p. stronghold of Ne- 
braska contributed materially to 
his defeat.
